DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on June 23, 2009 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on June 23, 2009 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on May 25, 2009. The submission is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 9, and 19 is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose using historical transmission 
information to reduce the number of hypotheses comprising the plurality of hypotheses within 
the set of hypotheses, wherein the number of hypotheses is reduced by limiting the 
combinations of available data rates and the number of subpackets based on the historical 
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transmission information . The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious the above 
underline limitations as claimed. 

The prior art of record, Das et al. (US 7,437,654 B2), teaches a sub-packet adaptation in a 
wireless where the size of the subpacket is adapted to the data rate at which the subpacket is 
to be transmitted communication system; however, it fails to teach the above underlined 
claimed limitations. 

The prior art of record, Helferich (US 2005/0058124 Al), teaches a system for integrating 
audio and video messaging; however, it fails to teach the above underlined claimed 
limitations.
